most rigid economy. 
| The Governor realized this condi- 
|tion at the beginning of the second 
two years of his term and in his mes- 
Sage to the Legislature urged the. 
passage of measures which would in- 
crease State revenues. A part of his 
program already has been rejected 
by the Legislature and the attitudc 
of both Senate and House is such as 
to give rise to grave doubts that the)! 
remainder will be put through. 

The Governor could have used the 
“big stick’ to force the Board of. 
Equalization and the Legislature to. 
stand firmly for a full assessment of | 
property for taxation purposes. How- | 
ever, the Governor, by abandoning! 
all support of the State Tax ~Com-| 
mission, encouraged the Legislature | 
to move to abolish it, the only State 
department which ever had made a 
step toward tax reform. That it will 
be abolished there seems no question, 
though at present the Republican 
House and the Democratic Senate 
are playing with the bill repealing it, 
seeking such political advantage as 
can be had from the repeal. 

The principal bills recommended 
by the Governor were an increase in 
the State income tax from one-half 
}of 1 per cent to 1 per cent; an -in- 
crease in the corporation franchise 
tax from 75 cents on the $1000 of 
|eapital and surplus to $1: an in- 
|erease in the tax on soft drinks, a 
mortgage-recording tax, a tax on 
sand and gravel taken from Missouri 
streams, and a tax on all weights 
and measures. 

In the House yesterday the 
weights and measures bill was killed, 
the House refusing to engross it. 
Even if the Senate should pass the 
weights and measures bill, it now 
seems probable that the House will 
take the same action on the Senate 
bill as it did on its own bill. 

The tax on sand and gravel bill 
was killed several weeks ago, the 
committees of both houses to which 
i* was referred, reporting unfavor- 
ably on it. 

Other Bills May Bo Passed. 

With these measures eliminated, 
there only remain the corporation 
franchise tax, the income tax, the 
mortgage-recording tax and the soft 
drink tax. 

It is not improbable that all of 
these, with the exception of the 
mortgage-recording tax, will - be- 
come laws, though there is consider- 
able opposition to all of them, and | 
there are legislators who insist that | 
none of them will be passed. The | 
mortgage-reocording tax is not meet- | 
ing with favor, and there are few 
legislators who believe it will pass 
both houses. , 

The corporation franchise tax law, 
with its increase of 83% per cent, 
| would produce, figured on the re- 
turns from it during the 18 months 
of the previous biennial period, an- 
proximately $300,000 a year more 
than the old law, or $600,000 for the 
next two years. Figured on the same 
basis the eoft drink tax would pro- 
duce $85,000 a year more, or $170.- 
000 for the two years. 

The probable increased = returns 
from the new income tax are proble- | 
matical. Although the pending bill | 
doubles the tax rate, a provision to | 
reduce the personal exemption from | 
$3000 for unmarried persons and 
$4000 for married persons to $1000 
and $2000. respectively, seemingly | 
has failed.the Senate having amended | 
the bill to make the exemptions 
$2000 and $.000, respectively. It ts | 
considered improbable that this law | 
will inerease revenues more than | 
$700.000 a year, or $400,000 for the

AND IT LOOKED DIFFICULT! 


Why all this astounding ignorance 
one encounters about this here busi- 
ness of the fall in sterling exchange? 
The principle of the thing is perfectly 
plain. Sterling exchange arises when 
a decreased exportation of Ukrainian 
bread-fruit, f. o. b. Przemysl, is con- 
fronted by heavy gold exportations to 
South America to balance a glutted 
market in the desiccated-egg factories 
of Paraguay. 

Or take the franc, not lightly as a 
Parisian cabby takes it from you, but 
seriously like a trained economist. The 
franc in normal health fs worth 19.8 
cents. This should not be confused 
with the .62 which represents the 
value of the kilometer in terms of 
miles. Suppose now you owe 59000 
francs in Paris in payment for jewelry 
and objects d'art produced at Bridge- 
port, Conn. In that case either you re- 
mit the required funds by cable. or 
by mail if you are in a hurry, or else 
write to explain that the income tax 
has cleaned you out.
